TRE CMINA TRADE VIA CANADA. 

Montreal, Auguat £2.—Tho decision of 
Attorney-General McKenna as to the in- 
terpretation of the clause of the new United 
States tariff which deals with the imposition 
of an~extra 10 per cent duty on foreign 
goods entering thd United States through 
& contiguous country will be watched with 
tho greatest-interest in Canada. y 

‘If the clause is put inte force,’ said G. 
M: Besworth, freight traflic manager of the 
Canadian Pacifio Railroad, ‘ita effect will 
bo most seriows, It will kill all our China 
and Japan business in imports intended 
for.the United States-and will also: kill 
entirely importation into the United States 
through Canadian ports. Montreal in 
summer and St. John's in winter will suffer 
from the adverse legislation.” 

Tho same view was expressed by Georga 
B. Reeve, general tratic manager of the 
Grand Trunk Railway. 

‘Both the great Canadian roads would 
suffor from the clause,’ said Mr Reeve, ‘if 
it wero put into effect, and Canada would 
have no retaliatory recourse.’ 

He was of the opinion, however, that 
such an interpretation as was indicated in 
‘the Washington dispatches would nut be 
placed upon the clause, Mr Reeve added 
that the contpetition of the Canadian ‘roada 
had done much in the last thirty years to 
cheapo rates from Western States to tho 
Atlantic seaboard, and ha felt them deserv- 
ing vf much consideration in consequence.
